1. THREE EXPLOSIONS OCCURRED LAST NIGHT IN RESIDENTIAL DISTRICTS. 
ACCORDING TO EL COMERCIO, BOMBS EXPLODED IN TWO MIRAFLORES 
TELEPHONE BOOTHS, DESTROYING ONE OF THEM. A THIRD EXPLODED IN 
SAN ISIDOR SUBURB; AN EMBOFF WHO LIVES IN AREA REPORTS ARTIFACT 
WAS TAPED TO THE BASE OF A LAMP POST AND LITTLE DAMAGE WAS 
DONE. 

2. FRANCISCO MONCLOA. WRITING IN OCTOBER 6 EXPRESO, REPORTS 

THAT BOMB ALSO EXPLODED RECENTLY IN FRONT OF PLANNING 
INSTITUTE. MONCLOA STATES THAT A "TERRORIST PLAN" HAS BEEN 
INITIATED AGAINST MILGOV. 

3. UP TO NOW. LIMA TERRORISM HAS AMOUNTED PRIMARILY TO A 

NOISE CAMPAIGN AGAINST MILGOV. APPARENTLY NO ARRESTS HAVE BEEN 
MADE IN CONNECTION WITH BOMBS. EMBASSY DOES NOT KNOW WHETHER 
MINERO-PERU FIRE (REFTEL) IS LINKED TO THIS CAMPAIGN. GOP 
HAS NOT ISSUED REPORT ON FIRE ALTHOUGH PRESS HAS SPECULATED 
THAT SABOTAGE WAS INVOLVED. 
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
